‘It shall be unlawful for any person or persons, as defined 
herein, to engage in business as herein defined, under a fictitious 
name as herein defined, without and unless said fictitious name 
shall be registered with the clerk of the circuit court of the coun- 
ty where the principal place of business is, which registration 
shall consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid an affidavit signed 
by all interested persons, stating under oath the nemes of all 
those interested in the business enterprise, the extent of the inte- 
rest of each, and the fictitious name under which said business is 
carried on. Said registration may not be made until the person or 
persons desiring to engage in business under à fictitious name 
shall have advertised his or their intention to register said ficti- 


tious name at least once a week fot four (4) consecutive weeks

The Central and Southern Flor- 
jida Flood Control Project com- 
bines more water resources func- 
tions in its.operation than does any 
other local, State or Federal 
agency in Florida. 

According to the report of the 
|Florida Water Resources Study 
| Commission, the Flood Control 
District cooperates in such diverse 
functions as water use and indust- 
rial pollution abatement in carry- 
ing out its multi-purpose flood 
control and water : conservation 
program. 

Among the many areas of basic 
data analysis and research . in 
which the FCD participates. are 
weather data, surface and ground 
water conditions ‘and quality of 
water. 

. These research functions are in 
addition to the duties the District 
performs in operating and main- 
and water 
conservation works after they are 
constructed by,the U. S. Army 
Corps of Engineers. 

Among other State agencies 
concerned with Florida's water re- 
sources are the Board of Health, 
the State Universities and the 
Geological Survey. The Flood Con- 
trol District maintains close con- 
tact with these agencies in plan- 
ning for water use, analyzing 
weather data, and in collecting 
topographic mapping data. 

In addition, the Flood Control 
District keeps in close touch with 
Federal agencies such as the Ag- 
|ricultural Research Service, the 
Soil Conservation Service and the 
Weather Bureau. Cooperation with 
these agancies, in addition to the 
local and state agencies, assures 
that the District is at all times re- 
sponsive to the needs of the peo- 
ple within its 17 county area as 
well as the State at large.
